The chief business of the convention at the night session was 
the adoption of a resolution endorsing a vigorous win-the-war policy 
and a stirring declaration in favor of taking all steps necessary to 
provide the essential reinforcements for the men at the front; 
for the organization of the production of food, munitions and other 
war necessities on lines of the greatest efficiency by eliminating 
profiteering on all business in munitions or life’s necessities, if neces- 
sary by nationalizing these industries; by recovering undue profits 
obtained since the war began by a more general application of in- 
come tax, by thorough organization of the whole of the nation’s 
resources and by a conference with the British government for the 
purpose of ascertaining the scope of assistance needed. 

Patriotic Demonstration. 

The passing of this resolution was the signal for a patriotic 
demonstration which lasted several minutes and which could mean 
but one thing—that the Liberals of Western Canada are in the war 
to the end and willing to expend every resource in men and money 


for that purpose. 


The resolution was moved by Dr. Neely, M.P., Humbolt.

Dr. D, B. Neely, M. P. for Hum- 
boldt, Sask., moved a resolution on 
war measures, Dr, Neely said it was 
inevitablo that in such a gathering 
and even in the hundred men of the 
resolutions committee , there was 
bound to be a wide divergence of| 
opinion on the vital matter of war 
measures. ‘The committeee had spent 
many svurs in arriving at a war pro- 
gram which he thought would meet 
the approval of the convention and 
command the confidence of the coun- 
try. Unfortunately, he sald, Canada 
was face to face with a crisis which 
every man and woman would realize 
was serious. It was unfortunate that} 
the administration of affairs in Cana-! 
da had been of such a nature as to 
precipitate a general election in the 
midst of war. 

“It Is mo fault of ours,’’ he said, 
“that we are face to face with a gen- 
eral election to be fought cut on par- 
ty lines, The fault for the crisis can- 
not be laid at the door of the patriotic 
and loyal Liberal party. At the door 
of the present administration at Ot- 
tawa lies the grave charge and re- 
@ponsibility that absolutely no effort 
was made by them up to the present 
moment, or until recent weeks, at any 
mobilization of the mational sentiment 
of the country to secure co-operation 
of as loyal an Opposition as ever sat 
in the Dominion parliament.” 

Precipitated Crisis, 

Dr. Neely said the government had 
taken advantage of the year's exten- 
sion of parliament to bring in with- 
out any education or warning the 
Military Service bill,;which had pre- 
cipitated the present crisis, The speak- 
er said he had voted for the bill, 
which’ was a policy which should have 
been adopted earlier in tha war, but 
he could not support another exten- 
sion of parliament. 

For three years of war, continued 
Dr. Neely, and until the conscription 
bill had been announced, the govern- 
ment had done nothing to secure the 
co-operation of the opposition, Then 
Sir Robert Borden had made coalition 
proposals to Sir Wilfrid Laurier which 
were nothing short of a direct insult 
to the Liberal leader, 

Dr, Neely said a commission of 
eastern judges had reviewed the find- 
ings of a Manitoba judge and had 
“whitewashed” a member of the gov- 
ernment, Was that, he asked, a move 
to inspire the hearts of any Liberals 
with the idea that the government was 
proposing a true coalition govern- 
ment? “Was it an inducement held 
out,” he asked, ‘when that gentleman) 
was retained in the cabinet councils?" 
There were no concrete proposals for 
coalition and the Liberal party rust!

Why Not Liberals? 

“Will you tell me as Liberals and 
citizens of Canada who today are pre-) 
pared to put Canada before any party 
and any leader, why the proposition 
to form a truly national government 
in Canada cannot better be entrusted 
to Liberal leaders than to the present 
administration? (Applause).

Bankruptcy Law. 
The resolution of Hon. C. W. Cross 
reads: 


“Resolved that in the opinion ‘of 
this convention there should be passed 
a Dominion Bankruptcy law by which 
a debtor could secure a discharge 
through a Bankruptcy court from ull 
claims against him after a fixed date 
and after all his assets have been 
administered for the benefit of his 
creditors,” 

Banking Reform. 

It was moved by G. E. McCrossan 
and seconded by E. 8. Knowlton, of 
Vancouver, and passed: 

“That in the opinion of this con- 
vention the time has arrived for the 
reorganization of the banking system 
of Canada, so as to bring it more 
nearly within the democratic spirit 
of proper regulation and control by 
the people and with this object in 
view be it resolved that: 

“The banking system of Canada 
should be placed under the control 
and regulation of a banking commis- 
sion vested with plenary powers in 
all matters pertaining to banking, 
currency, coinage and credits and i 
particularly power to regulate an 
control.” 

On the molton of. Hon, W. R. Moth> 
erwell, Sask., seconded by J. H. Hase 
lam, it was sesolved that; . ,. 

“The Bank Act should be #0 
amended to permit the creation of 
local agricultural banks under pro- 
per government supervision, with 
provision for re-discount facilities 
under federal control, all such 
banks to have a minimum pald-up 
capital of $50,000 with the power 


to lend on chattel securities, but 
without power to establish 
branches," 


Other Resolutions. 


Another resolution passed approved 
of the construction of a national high- 
way. The convention was in favor "Of 
the immediate commencement and 
completion with reasonable dispatch 
of the necessary links of a national 
highway across Canada in accordance 
with the terms of the entry of Brit- 
ish Columbia into confederation, the 
money voted to be divided equitably 
between and expended under the direc. 
tion and management of the govern- 
ments of the provinces through which 
the highway will necessarily pass,” 

The convention passed a resolution 
declaring “That so long as the war 
lasts there should be a tax on war 
profits over and above every other 
form of taxation.” 

There has been no mention, as yet, 
in any resolution of the party leader- 
ship and it was stated by the chair- 
man that all the resolutis on war 
measures had not been taken up. 

The convention found it impossible 
to conclude its work and at eleven- 
thirty adjourned until ten on Thurs- 
day forenoon, ‘

“In this war for the defence of democratic civilization against 
military despotisin, the conditions call for the putting forth by each 
allied belligerent of its full power as the only assurance of victory; 
in times of peril the entire resources of the country, moral and 
material, man power and wealth are justly disposable by the state 
for the preservation of its national liberties, 

“The imperative duty of the people of Canada today in regard 
to the war is its continued and vigorous prosecution; 

“1, By conferring with the British government for the purpose of 
definitely ascertaining the scope and character of all the service that 
can best be rendered by Canada In the conduct of the war; 

“29. By the maintenance in unimpaired strength at the front of 
our fighting forces and the taking of all steps necessary to secure 
required reinforcements for the Canadian contingent; 

“3, By organizing the production of our other contributions to 
the war such as food, munitions, and other war necessities, upon 
lines of the greatest efficiency; 

"4, By the complete extinction of profiteering In all business 
having to do with munitions and the necessaries of life, if necessary 
by the nationalization of these industries or by the adaptation of the 
British system of controlled establishments. 

“5, By the recovery for the public treasury of uadue profits 
obtained since the beginning of the war by the exploitation of the 
interests of the people for the present requirements of the state. 

“6, By the application of a combined system of sharply gradu- 
ated taxation upon incomes and excess profits which shall insure 
that every citizen shall bear his or her full share of the war burden 
according to his or her means,

LONDON, ° Aug, .8..0) 
Ottawa Agency/, tia luncheon giv- 
en today in the Sav6y Hotel in honor 
of the Premier of Serbia, M. Paschitch, 
Premier Lloyd George said that we 
owe more to M, Paschitch and Premier 
Venizelos of Greece than he could pos- 
sibly reveal at present. Serbia, he 
said, which was covered by the dirt 
of Turkish barbarism, was about to 
be cleansed, and would yet appear 
fresh and wonderful. 

The first condition of peace was 
complete restoration without reserva- 
tion. However long the war may last, 
ended Mr. Lioyd-George, British hon- 
or was involved in Serbia's freedom. 
“Serbia and Belglum are the guardians 
of-the gates and bravely have they de- 
fended them. The Serbian troops al- 
though overwhelmed were never dis- 
graced and still guarded the gates, 
We extend again the hand of friend- 
ship to Segbia. We will go through 
the war together to the end.” 


In the course of his speech Lord 
Robert Cecil declared that he was 
convinced that there was no incon- 


sistency between the aims of Italy and 
those of Serbia. Premier Paschitch 
whom Lord Robert described as the 
“Grand old man of Serbia,” after ex- 
pressing his deepest thanks for what 
Britain had done for the smal! nations, 
said that Germany now spoke of an 
honorable peace, Such a peace could 
only be secured if the peoples under 
Austro-German rule were set free. 
"Tf," he said, ‘France gets back Alsace 
Lorraine; if the Italians accomplished 
unity with their still unredeemed bre- 
thren; if the unity of Serbia, Croaths 
and Slovaks is achieved; if the Czechs 
and Slovaks are united and independ- 
ent and if the Polish and Ruthenian 
questions are solyed, then only will 
an honorable peace be secured.”

NINE AMENDMENTS 
TO MEASURE BEATEN 


Discussion On Exemption Of 
Divinity Students—Inter- 
pretation “Clergy.” 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
~OPTAWA,, Aug. 8——The Militery 
Service bill received its third reading 
in the senate tonight after nine amend- 
ments offered to it had been defeat- 
ed. It was carried on division and 
no vote was taken. On an amend- 
ment to interpret the word “clergy,” 
as defined by each particular denom- 
ination, however, a vote was taken, 
the amendment being defeated by a 
vote of 34 to 24, or a majority of 10. 
The measure will go back to the com- 
mons, where the amendment proposed 
by Senator Lougheed and passed, 
making approval of the minister of 
justice a necessary condition of prose- 
cutions, will be considered, 

The nine amendments offered to- 
day included one to define the word 
“clergy”; one to make allowance for 
a man who had been engaged to be 
married before July 6; another to ex- 
empt teachers; another to exempt di- 
vinity students; another raising the 
minimum age for conscription from 
20 to 21; another providing for two 
central judges; another for the ex- 
emption of fathers of six; another 
providing that the penalty clauses 
shall not apply to candidates or their 
agents speaking on platforms at fed- 
eral elections. All of these, with the 


exception of the first, were lost on 
division, 
Generally speaking, Sir James 


Lougheed declared that in each case 
the tribunals would decide so that no 
real injustice would occur, 

it was Senator Beaubien, a govern- 
ment member of the upper house, 
who moved the amendment to exempt 
divinity students lle declared that 
to refuse exemption to recruits to the 
church for the sake of vetting about 
260 young men a year was not justi- 
fled, 

Senator Power on the Liberal side 
opposed the amendment He declared 
that the fighting experience gutned 
by these young men might make bet- 
ter ministers out of tham,

DOMINION REVENUE 
NEAR 275 MILLION 


Business Profits Tax and Income 
Tax to Add Fifty 
Millions. 


Ottawa, Aug. 8—The elalement of 
the finance department for the first 
four months present fiscal year, that 
is to say from April 1 to July 31, shows 
an increase in revenue of $15,500,000. 
If the rate of increase is continued 
during the whole of the present fiscal 
year, the total revenue for the year, 
including the large payments and the 
business profits, war tax act due this 
fall will aggregate $275,000,000. This 
compares with a total revenue of 
$163,000,000 for the fiscal year 1913- 
| 14, immediately preceding the war, 
and $133,000,000 for 1914-15, the first 
fiscal year after the outbreak of war. 
For the next fiscal year, 1918-19, there 
will be added to the ordinary revenue 
the business profits tax ugen business 
of 1917 and the new income tax now 
before parliament, The total of these 
Special taxes may reach fifty million 
dollars. Revenue for the next fiscal 
year will probably reach $300,000,000, 

For the present fiscal year, there- 
fore, and for that of 1918-19, the Do- 
minion government will be able to 
pay all current and capital expendl- 
ture, all increased interest charges 
due to the war, all pensions to depen- 
dents of soldiers and in addition con- 
tribute during the two years as much 
as two hundred million dollars on ac- 
count to the current expenses of the 
Dominion for tncreased interest upon 
its war expenditures and for pension 
will aggregate thirty-five million dol- 
lars for 1918-19, {it will be seen that 
the additional revenue for the year's 
due to the war‘taxation measures of 
1914, 1915, and 1916 and 1917 will not 
only take care of this expenditure but 
provide the above mentioned substan- 
tial part of the expenditure which the 
government will make in connection 
with the war.

WINS AGAINST BANK 
Proprietor Was There But Does|Court Decides Claim For Arrears 


Of Taxes Has Priority To 
Mortgage. 


Judge Crawford in the case of the 
Imperial bank against Annie M. 
Haight, Athabasca, has decided that 
the town has ptior claim for arrears 
of taxes against any’ rights the bank 
might have under a chattel mortgage. 

Mrs. Haight executed a mortgage in 
favor of the Imperial bank for $2,250, 
dated the 4th of October, 1916, secur- 
ed on all contents of a certain store, 
The mortgage fell due on January 1st 
last and on the 29th June the sheriff's 
baliff seized the goods under the pow- 
er contained in the chattel mortgage 
on behalf of the bank. The warrant 
of distress was dated the 20th of June, 
1917, and Mrs, Haight was left in pos- 
session until the 9th of July under an 
agreement to account for the goods 
left in her possession, 

Mrs. Haight was assessed for prop- 
erty on which the goods were seized 
and on July 5 the goods were seized 
again for arrears of taxes amounting 
to $256.24. The bailiff locked « the 
store and at a later date the town of 
Athabasca made a further seizure for 
taxes in deflance of the fact that the 
bank had given notice of their seizure. 
The goods are now in the possession 
of the bailiff an@ are unsold. 

The application was made by the 
bank for an order to sell and by the 
town claiming the property for taxes. 

His honor held that the town was 
se entitled and the application was re- 
fused with costs.

Surprised at Change, 

lt has been his custom to make an 
annual trip through the western pro- 
vincesa to wateh eonditions and the 
progress of business, but last year this 
trip was omitted Now again on the 
road and visiting Edmonton In the 
course of his tour, Mr. Goldman says 
that he is surprised to see the change 
for the better since his last trip.

“They say we must have conscrip- 
tion,” said Mr. Brown: “I say that if 
it had not been for mis-management, 
the boys would have been coming 
forward today in great numbers.”

In business circles the general 
opinion is that collections were never 
so good, and I might say that gen- 
erally this change ie attributed to the 
effect of prohibition, It 1s said that 
people are spending on general re- 
quirements the money that previously 
went in unhealthy dissipation, The 
general population of the city is well 
dressed and all looked very’ well 
fed. 


Edmonton's Prospects. 

“As for Edmonton,” sald Mr. Gold- 
man, ‘when I was here two years ago, 
certainly everything was most gloomy, 
but those remaining were full of cour- 
age and hope for the future, From 
what I see on this visit, | feo! that in 
time their expectations will be realiz- 
ed, as from appearances there is cer- 
tainly a decided improvement in con- 
ditions. This. seems apparent, not 
only in the wholesale ana retail busi- 
ness quarters, but v in the residen- 
tial districts, In view of the magnifi- 
cent country to the north of the city, 
of which it forms the gateway, to me 
it only appears a question of time un- 
til Edmonton must come into its own, 
and be the great centre for this enor-| 
mous and rich northland.”

Housekeepers may easily can sur- 
plus green peas and snap beans, which 
are beginning to appear in home gar- 


dens, Either of these products are 
readily canned with no other home 
equipment than jars or cans and a 
wash boiler fitted with a: false bot- 
tom of slate to keep the jars from 
resting on the bottoin, 

Here are directions: 


Do not try to can peas or beans that) 


have been long on the vines—the 
fresher the vegetables the better the 
product, 

Shell peas. 
and cut them as if for cooking. 

Put the prepared vegetables in a 
cheese cloth bag or colander and 
blanch in live steam from  hoiling 
water for from five to ten minutes, 

Next dip the blanched product 
quickly in cold water and remove it 
almost immediately. 

Pack the product immediately into 
hot scalded glass jars or tin cans. 

Fill the containers completely with 
boiling hot water to whicn has been 
added one level teaspoonful of salt 
per quart. Place rubber rings on the 
jars and screw tops almost, but not 
completely tight. The water in the 
boiler will not enter these partially 
closed jars. Seal tin cans completely. 

Put the Jars or cans in boiling water 
in the wash boiler so that the tops 
are partly or wholly covered. Sterilize 
for 180 minutes in the boiling water, 
counting from the time the water be- 
gins to boil again, 

Wax and string beans as well as 
young tender peas may be sterilized 
in 120 minutes. 

Remove jars from boiler or 
{Hizer, lighten covers, invert to cool 
and test the joints for leakage, Ex- 
amine cans for leaks. Even the slight- 
est leak if not closed completely at 
once, means that the product in all 
probability will not keep. 

Do not place glass jars to cool in 
a draught which is Hable to cause 
them to crack. Wrap jars in paper to 
prevent blanching, and store in a cool 
place, 

If peas are roughly handled in 
blanching or cold dipping, or split or 
broken peas are not removed before 
packing, the liquid in the jars may 
have a slightly clouded appearance. 
If sterilizing has been properly done, 
cloudiness is no evidence that the pro- 
duct has spoiled,

Herbert ©, Hoover, 

To a young American, a native of 
Iowa, was given the opportunity of 
presiding over a humanitarian move- 
ment unique in the world’s history, 
and so well has he fulfilled his mis- 
sion that his name will be held in 
grateful remembrance by Belgians for 
centuries to come, That man ts Her- 
bert C, Hoover, former chairman of 
the American Rellef Committee in 
Belgium, and at present Uncle Sam's 
food dictator. mr. Hoover was born 
at West Branch, la, and he will be 
forty-three years old tomorrow. Al!- 
though still a young man, he has had 


an adventurous career, as his profes- | 


sion of mining engineering has involv- 
ed visits to many out-of-the-way cor- 
ners of the earth. A native of the 
Hawkeye state, he became a Califor- 
nian by adoption, and .. the age of 
twenty-one graduated from Stanford 
university in mining engineering. His 
first important work was as assistant 
to the Arkansas Geological Survey. In 
1897 he joined the United States Ge- 
ological Survey in the Slerra Nevada 
mountains, and the following year he 
was engaged as assistant manager of 
mines in New Mexico and California, 
In 1897 the young engineer left his 
native land to go to Western Austra: 
Ha, where he became chief of the min- 
ing staff of a big company. After two 
years in the Antipodes, he proceeded 
to China, where he was appointed 
chief engineer of the Chinese Imper- 
{al Bureau of Mines, While holding 
that important position he carried on 
extensive explorations in the interior 
of the empire, visiting places where 
white men were practically unknown 
and were considered by the natives to 
be devils rather than human beings. 
Mr. Hoover was in Tientsin during the 
Boxer rebellion, and took part in the 
defense of that city against the rebels, 
In subsequent years, Mr. Hoover was 
interested in various. Chinese mines 
and other industries, and was consult- 
ing engineer for many British corpor- 
ations, His reputation as an engineer 
became international, and he was 
mipade a member of.the leading engi- 
neering socigties of France, Bolgium 
and England, and a fellow of the Roy- 
al Geographical Society. When the 
war broke out, Mr, Hoover waa in 
London, and he was chosen ag best 
qualified to supervise the American 
relief work in Belglum—a_ task to 
which he has devotoed all his time 
and energy and which has won for 
him the regard, not alone of the Bel- 
gians, but of people all over the world.

The Liberals met it by 
calling a great convention, in or- 
der to find out from the public 
what ought to be done to put the 
whole strength of the country into 
the war, 


The difference in striking. It 
is not incidental. It is essential. 
It discloses the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which the two great 
parties are based, and which de- 
termine the line of cleavage be- 
tween them, It is, in the nature 
of things, what might be expected. 
Had there not been such difference 
it would have meant that one 
party or the other had abandoned 
its principles and ignored its tra- 
ditions,

The Conservative leader mis- 
trusts the people; the Liberals 
trust the people. That is the basic 
fact of the situation. Sir Robert 
holds that he governs by delegat- 
ed authority; that, either because 
of ignorance or disloyalty, the 
public would not at this time ap- 
prove him and his measures; 
therefore it is his part to govern 
without reference to ‘popular 
opinion—even to carry out his 
measures by depriving the public 
of a chance to express their opin- 
ions. So, he enacted conscription 
by arbitrary means; and proposed 
that parliament should disfran- 
chise the public, re-elect itself, and 
‘carry on’’ in disregard of the 
popular will, 


Liberals hold that the people 
are entitled to be trusted. Also 
that they can be trusted to do 
their duty in this time of national 
peril, as at all other times. They 

1 do not concede that the honor or 
safety of the nation require that 
representative government be sus- 
pended and replaced by an auto- 
cratic administration. They be- 
lieve that the security and pres- 
tige of the country rest in the 
hands of its citizens, and must de- 
pend upon their patriotic resolu- 
tion. They have no faith that any 
superior wisdom or superior loy- 
alty attaches to a system of irres- 
ponsible government, such as 
would justify the setting aside of 
the public right and the assump- 
tion of irresponsible authority by 
the Ministers. They hold that in 
time of stress, even more than in 
time of peace, the interests of the 
nation demand ‘that the Govern- 
ment be held to account for incom- 
i petence, and dismissed when it is 
proven, 


Holding these views, Liberals in 
Parliament contended that the 
public should be given a chance to 
express their opinions when 
radical a departure was proposed 
as the enforcement of conscrip- 
tion; they opposed and prevented 
the disfranchisement of the elec- 
tors and the extension of the term 
of the present self-elected House 
of Commons; and they called a 
convention of Liberal representa- 
tives of the four western proy- 
inces, to get an expression of pub- 
lie opinion as to what measures 
are necessary to make the strength 
of Canada count for the utmost 
in the struggle. The response to 
the call, the enthusiasin shown, 
and the range of ,resolutions 
adopted are all the justification 
needed of the Liberal eontention 
that the safety and good name 
of Canada may be safely entrusted 
to the people, and do not require 
for their preservation any auto-

“We are 
working six days « week from seven 
till seven and on Sundays from seven 
itil! four, and now they want us to 
work fourteen hours a day by com- 
ing back three nights a week to work 
two extra hours. We just have half 
an hour for lunch and half an hour 
for supper.” 

There were seven of them, and 
they had just been dismissed from a 
munition factory in which they had 
most of them been working for over 
a year, because they refused to work 
on the fourteen-hour shift. Two wore 
the six months’ munition workers 
badge, and one wore the munition 
workers’ good service medal as well. 
Two had husbands at the front and 


| one had lost a brother in the trenches, 


while three other brothers 
active service.

Sir Joseph Fila- 
velle was in Ottawa, and Mrs, Fenton, 
supervisor of female labor {n muni- 
tion factorlea, was out of town, Mr. 
Mark Irish, to whom the deputation 
was then referred, had not time to- 
day to make public the result of the 
interview. 

One Dropped Dead 

“There was one of us dropped dead 
on the street car the other day,” said 
one of the deputation, “though they 
put it down to heart trouble. And I 
know another, who was so tired and 
dizzy, that when she was going home 
from work she fell off the car and 
dled later. And another the same 
way that walked right in front of a 
car and was so badly hurt that she Is 
disfigured for life, I tell you we can’t 
stand it.”

The Dower Act of Alberta, 

To the Bulletin: Will you kindly 
give the conditions of the Dower Act 
in your “Answers” column? 

JOAN. 


This Act gives a wife a life interest 
in the interest of her husband in the 
homestead ,and “homestead” is in- 
terpreted to mean “the land on which 
the house occupied by the owner 
thereof as his residence is aituated, 
consisting of not more than one quar- 
ter section,” or in a city, town or vil- 
lage “the land, consisting of not more 
than four lots as shown on a duly re- 
gistered plan, on which the house oc- 
cupled by the owner thereof as a resi- 
dence is situated.’ 

The Act came into force on the first 
day of May, 1917, after which date a 
married man cannot transfer, sell, 
mortgage or otherwise dispose of tho 
homestead, as defined in the Act, 
without the consent in writing of the 
wife, and after said date every disposi- 
tion by will of a marrried man and 
every devolution upon his death in- 
testate shall as regards such home- 
stead be subject and postponed to an 
estate for the life of euch married 
man's wife. 

The residence of a married man 
shall not be deemed to have been 
changed unless the change is consent 
ed to in writing by his wife. 

When a wife executes any consent 
under this Act she must acknowledge 
same anart from her husband to have 
been executed by her of /her-own free 
will and without any compulsion on 
the part of her husband.

| Today We Celebrate | 


Belgian Neutrality Treaty, 

Today marks the forty-seventh an- 
niversary of the signing of the treaty 
between Greats Britain and Prussia 
by which the neutrality Belgium, 
which had been guaranteed by an 
earlier convention of all great Buro- 
pean powers, was confirmed and re- 
asserted, Two days latet "Great Brit- 
ain and France entered into a similar 
treaty, and the fear, then widespread 
that the little country might be 
drawn into the Franco-Prussian war, | 
was definitely and Yinally  allayed 
There was wild rejoicing among the 
Belgians, and warm gratitude ~avas ex 
pressed to Great Britain by the king 
and officials of the Bedgian govern- 
ment, 

When the present war broke out 
Belgium was protected against aggres- 
sion not only by the guarantee of per- 
petual neutrality made by the Buro- 
pean powers In 1831, following the 
recognition of the independence of 
Belgium, but by the treaties of 1870 
which Great Britain forced upon 
Prussia and France. It was these 
treaties which became but “scraps of 
paper” when “military necessity’: sent 
the armies of the kaiser swarming 
iP Belgium in the late summer of 

Great Britain's role as protector of 
Belgium was more successful in 1870 
when the Emperor Napoleon engaged 
in war against Prussia. When France 
and Germany clashed Belgium feared 
a repetition of history, in which she! 
; had always played the role of a prize 
hung up for greedy and powerful na- 
tions to squabble over. Again her 
geographical position made her a buf- | 
fer ane between powerful enemies 
Hoping@or the best, Belgium fully ex- 
pécted the worst. She promptly put 
her small but efficient army on a war 
footing and prepared ito sell her inde- 
pendence dearly. Both her French 
and German borders were lined with

troops and hastily improvised de- 
neces 
England's position made it neces-. 


sary that Belgian neutrality should be 


preserved {f the island kingdom was 
to be saved from having a constant 
menace at her very gates, but aside 
from this self-interest the British peo- 
ple were tremendously aroused by 
the unhappy plight of thelr little! 
neighbor. Genuine sympathy as well) 
as the instinet for self preservation | 
animated the British in their demands 
upon Prussia and France. | 

The British government formally | 
announced the “intention to maintain! 


| the Integrity of Belgium” and solemn-. 


ly warned both France and Germany 
‘not to violate the neutrality of Bel- 
gium.”’ There was no mistaking the 
earnestness of Great Britain , and 
both the warring nations fully realiz- 
ed that to fail to heed the warning 
would involve war with England, Both! 
nations therefore lost no time in fign-| 
ing the proffered treaties, and Bel
